Union Officials Demand the 
Transfer of Supt. Hogarth 
of the Chicago Rail- 
ways Company. 


STRIKE IS ALTERNATIVE, 


Leaders Declare 25 and IL.“ 
Lines Will Be Tied Up Next 
Week Unless Request 
Is Granted. 


Leaders of the street car men’s union made 
this statement last night: 

A general street railway strike, 
affecting both surface and elevated 
lines, will be ordered in Chicago 
some time next week unless James B. 
Hogarth, superintendent ot the Chi- 
cage Railways company, is removed 
from the operating department. 


The union is prepared to tie up all street 
car traffic within the city limits, the officers 
say. W. D. McMahon, international presi- 
dent of the organization, spent the entire 
of last week in Chicago in conference at the 
Briggs house with officials of the local union. 
He left the hotel for his headquarters in 
Detroit late Sunday night. 

While here President McMahon perfected 
plans for the biggest railway strike in the 
history of the country.” Since his return to 
Detroit officials of the railway company are 
said to have been in communication with 
him, urging him to put @ stop to the local 
agitation. He has positively refused to in- 
terfere, it is said, thus leaving a strike as the 
only alternative for a refusal to remove 
Hogarth. 


Roach Returns for Conference. 

John M. Roach, president of the Chicago 
Railways company, returned to Chicago yes- 
terday from Florida, where he has been 
staying for the benefit of his health. He 
went into conference immediately with Henry 
A. Blair, chairman of the board of directors 
of the company. The attitude the company 
will take is not known. 

Arrangements have been made for a con- 
ference this morning between the union 
leaders and President Roach. The union 
officials last night reiterated their declara- 
tion that Hogarth must be removed before 
they will submit their grievances for arbitra- 
tion. 

“Until I have met the men and heard 
their grievances first hand I cannot talk 
about this,“ sald Mr, Roach. “As for the 


to remove Mr. Hasssth I am nat 


at rty to make a statement. This is a 
matter that would have to de taken up by 
the board of directors.” 


Company to Support Hogarth? 

Reports were current last night that the 
company would stand by Hogarth. 

“The union has no desire to interfere with 
the management of the company further 
than to protect its own interests,” said Wil- 
Ham Quinlan, president of the street car 
employes of the north and west side lines. 
“The present policy of the operating super- 
intendent would destroy the union in the 
course of time. We do not intend to permit 
our members to be discharged, suspended, 
and otherwise annoyed without just cause. 

“There must be no delay in this matter, 
We have a plain proposition to put up to 
President Roach. It is that Hogarth be re- 
moved from the operating department at 
once. This must be complied with before 
we will enter upon any negotiations or ar- 
bitration. 

“Should this demand be refused the union 
will take a strike vote. It will require twen- 
ty-four hours to take the vote. The strike 
will then be called in less than a day if the 
company still stands pat. 


Present Ultimatum Today. 

“The ultimatum will be delivered to Pres- 
ident Roach in the morning. It will take 
but a few minutes to settle the preliminaries. 
If Hogarth is fired or taken out of the oper- 
ating department it will not be a difficult 
proposition to settle the grievances. The 
question of wages does not enter. We will 
demand that our members who have been 
discharged or suspended unjustly be rein- 
stated and retmbursed for the time they 
have been off. There are about sixty who 
havé been unjustly discharged and a much 
larger number who have been unjustly dis- 
ciplined.”’

First Lord of Admiralty Delivers 
His Message to Ulster Men 
as He Had Announced, 


JEERED AND BOOED BY CROWD 


Outlines Scope of the Government’ $ 
Bill to Provide fer Parlia- 
ment in Ireland. 


VIOLENCE CHECKED BY POLICE 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

BELFAST, Feb. 8.—Winston Spencer 
Churehill, the rest lord of the admiralty, 
came here to the heart of the Orangemen's 
country today, spoke in favor of home rule, 
and left safely for home. 

Despite the threats of some of his op- 
ponents that Mr. Churchill never would do 
these things and live to tell the tale, no 
lives were lost, and there was not evea 
any serious rioting. 

Five thousand persons packed the marquee 
at Celtic park, inte which the rain poured. 
There was great enthusiasm when Mr. 
Churchill put In an appearance and when 
he began his speech he was cheered for 
a long time. The crowd at the park was 
chiefly nationalist in character, and Mr. 
Churchill at the outset of his speech caught 
them by appealing to both the loyalty and 
the self-interest of the Irish people to sup- 
port the government policy. ’ 

He criticieed the present parliamertary 
methods of Great Britain, saying it was 


not sufficiently representative of the local | 


and provincial life of the nation. He oom 
mented on the fact that England's two 
rivals fer commercial supremacy, the 
United States and Germany. are admin 
istered respectively by forty-six and twenty- 
three separate legislative bodies. 


Main Features of Bill. 

He contended that the settlement of the 
long quarrel between the British government 
and the Irish people would be a boon to the 
empire beyond compare, as the Irish through- 
out the world were a power for good or ill 
who had in the past mostly worked counter 
to British interests. The bill as outlined by 
Mr. Churchill contains these provisions: 


Religious freedom will be secured. 

The privy council will be able to declare 
vold any law which goes beyond the 
limits of the home rule bil. 

The military will remain under the con- 
trol of the imperial government. 

The financial proposals of the bill will 
give a fair start to the Irish government 
and insidious taxes will not be able to be 
placed upon Ulster. 

The Irish parliament will have real con- 
trol of its finances, but the system used 
must be consistent with the financial sys- 
tem of the United Kingdom. 

The imperial government will continue 
to carry out the land purchase and old’ 
age pensions schemes. 


Mr. Churchill said he considered it vitally 
necessary for England to learn how to com- 
bine the fullest expressions of national and 
tocal aspirations and activities with the 
strongest framework of imperial unity. 


Blames the Irish-Americans. 

At the present time,“ he continued, “ the 
greatest opposition to American friendship 
comes from the irish now residents of the 
United States. I am gonfident that home rule 
will change this.“ 

He stated that the Irish parliament when 
created would impose all taxation under 

eguards adopted to prevent W 
tion against the north. 

John Redmond indorsed Churchill's post- 
tion on behalf of the Nationalists, saying: 

We do not dispute tha: the imperial gov- 
ernment has supreme power to limit the ac- 
tion of the proposed parliament, but it is 
understood now that there never gas been 
any intention on the part of Nationalists of 
oppressing Ulster residents.“ 

Immediately after the conclusion of the 
meeting Mr. Churchill entered his automobile 
and with Mrs. Churchill drove through the 
Nationalist quarter of the city to the railway 
station, where they entered a special train 
and sped off for Larne, on their return jour- 
ney. 

The lord of the admiralty was greeted by 
demonstrations against home rule almost 
before he set foot on Irish soil. 

He had his first taste of the activities of 
militant Orangemen when he reached Larne 
harbor, where he was greeted by a great 
placard reading: | 

“We won't bave home rule. Ulster will

FILING PETITIONS 


Five Hundred Men Dash. Into} 
Election Commissioners’ Of- 
fice at Midnight in Bat- 
tle for First Places. 


TRICKERY CHARGES MADE 


of Democrats Into Private 
Room and Holds Them Be- 
fore Giving Them Ont. 


Amid scenes of wild disorder, with glass 
doors smashed and loud shouts of favoritism 
and trickery, the filing of petitions for places 
on thé primary tickets began one minute 
after midnight this morning at the offices of 
the election commissioners in the county 
building.

A special squad of policemen was also 
on hand to prevent disorder and to keep the 
anxious politicians from storming the doors 
Inside the commission's rooms. clerks were 
place at the thirty-five windows to receive 
the petitions. Men were stationed at the end 
of the rows of windows with two trucks on 
which the petitions were to be piled as soon 
as filed and carried to the filing rooms. 

Chief Clerk William Stuart announced he 
would take charge of the Democratic peti- 
tions and Commissioner Anthony Czarnecki 
of the Republican ones. 

Just before the signal to open the doore 
was given a uniformed special delivery boy 
pushed his way through the crowd and de- 
manded admittance to the rooms. Several 
policemen attempted to stop him, but the 
boy was insistent. 


Registered Letter Plan Fails. 

Clerk Stuart ordered that the boy be ad- 
mitted. A groan went up frém the watchers 
who suepected their chances of getting first 
place for their candidates would go glimmer- 
ing by the filing of a registered letter ahead 
of the rush brigade.” 

Mr. Stuart took the letttr from the boy 
and found it was the petition of Congreéss- 
man E. J. Stack of the Sixth district.

Lawyers Admit Disloyal Attorney 
Made Her Innocent Perjurer. ‘ 


Mrs. Grace Brown Guggenheim received 
encouragement yesterday in her proceedings 
to revoke a divorce granted to her in Illinals 
in 1901. Circuit Judge Thomas G. Windes 
rejected five of eight pleas demurring to her 
bill.” The pleas had been filed by attorneys 
for her divorced husband, the smelter muiti- 
millionaire. 5 

The strongest position of the defense is be- 
lieved to have been destroyed in the court's 
unqualified denial of the plea of laches or 
delay. The defense held that Mrs. Guggen- 
heim is not entitled to a hearing because of 
the eleven years elapsed since the alleged 
fraudulent divorce was granted. 


Admits Fraud Charges. 

The sustaihing of pleas numbered 2, 3, and 
7 is even considered advantageous by Mrs. 
Guggenheim's counsel, inasmuch as these 
arguments deal with the collusion in fraud 
tentatively admitted by Mrs. Guggenheim. 


1 The defense holds she is not coming into 


court with clean hands. Her counsel re- 
ply there was fraud upon fraud. They say 
she recently learned the attorney who per- 
guaded her to join with the Guggenheims in 
the innocent perjury that Illinois was her 
legal residence had been paid a small for- 
tune by Mr. Guggenheim after she gave him 
»@ fee of $12,600. 

„We will show that last year this attorney 
who betrayed her cause came to her and re- 
funded $8,000 on the promise that she would 
not inform against him before the New York 
Bar association,” said Attorney Charles J. 
Trainor of “Chicago, who is collaborating 
with Attorney John J. Lorden of New York. 


Court May Allow 20 Days for Reply.

ROSENTHAL GIVES IDEAS. 


Offers Suggestions for Agreement 
Which Would Include Nar- 
rower Right of Way. 


The city counci! committee on harbors, 
wharves, and bridges will assemble again 


today to try to work out a solution of the 


, south shore improvement problem that will 


not require the roundabout/ process of an 
appeal to the legislature for authority that 
would allow the south park commission to 
undertake proceedings to condemn the IIli- 
nois Central’s riparian claims. 

Lessing. Rosenthal, who was one of the ob- 
jectors to the tentative arrangement made 
in December between the south park board 
and the Illinois Central, is hopeful that an 
ordinance more favorable to the public 4 
may be worked out by the aldermen. 


Mr. Rosenthal Talks of Plan. 

Mr. Rosenthal last evening made the fol- 
lowing statement: 

The new plan affecting the right of way 
of the Illinois Central railroad in connection 
with the proposed parkway extending from 
Twelfth street to Fifty-first street has not 
yet been sufficiently matured to warrant 5 
publication of all the details. 

Besides, it has not yet been taken up with 
the members of the council committee on 
harbors, wharves, and bridges The alder- 
men constituting that committee are respon- 
sible for the suggestions to be embodied in 
the new ordinance—suggestions which have 
strongly commended themselves to those 
citizens who strenuously opposed the ratifi- 
cation of the contract made by the south 
park commissionere on Dec. 11 last. 

It would be unfair to the council commit- 
tee to enter into a discussion of the exact 
specifications of the new plan without first 
reporting back to them. 

However, I fee) I am at liberty to state 
that the modifications proposed will embrace 
the following important requirements: 

“4. The Illinois “Centrdi right of way as 
proposed in the south park commissioners’ 
contract of Dec. 11 will be much narrowed. 
| This will result in: 

fe] A fairer bargain to the people. 

b] A much less objectionable raliroad obstruc- 
ton along our lake front. 

[ce] The avoidance of a freight yard along the 
new park. 

La! The confinement of the new grant to the real 


and not the speculative requirements of the Au 
nois Central. 


Depress Right of Way. 

“2. The Illinois Central right of way will 
be depressed just as far as practicable. This 
will result— 

la! In giving to the people an unobstructed view 
of the new park and the lake. 

Ib In not interposing a large railroad yard as a 
barrier between the people and the park. 

tel In not ruining neighboring residence prop- 
erty. 

[4] In not necessitating costly and ugiy ap- 
proaches, connected by costly and ugly viaducts, 
damaging such Important streets as Forty-third 
and ‘Forty-seventh streets and the conécting thor- 
oughfares. 

g. The use of the right of way—south 
of Thirty-first street, at any rate—will be re- 
stricted to purely railroad purposes and no 
structures will be permitted thereon higher 
than the surface of the land adjoining on the 
west. 

4. Provision will be made. if possible, for 
the operation of all trains as soon as prac- 
tleable after the lapse of five years by elec- 
tric power. 


| Share Cost of Bridges. 

In addition to the foregoing the question 
of sharing the expense of. the bridges to cross 
the depressed right of way will be considered. 
Of course, there are many details which it 
will be necessary to incorporate in any con- 
tract or ordinance to protect fully the peo- 
ple's rights. in the future, but the public at 
the present time is coficerned with the essey- 
tlals. The wisdom of the course followed 
by the council committee becomes more ap- 
parent every day. The members of that 
committee are to be congratulated for mak- 
ing these things evident to the citizens: 

1. That the contract entered into by the 
south park commissioners would not do.

Corporation Connsel Says Two-thirds of

The council committee on finance will face 
squarely this afternoon the question whether 
it win approve a renewal of the contract for 
the reduction of Chicago's garbage. 

The question is brought to an isete by an 
opinion from the law department on the au- 
thority of the council to renew the contract 
without advertising for bids. That is the re- 
quest made by the Chicago Reduction com- 
pany, Which asks for a five year extension 
of an agreement which does not expire until 
September, 1913. 

The opinion, written by Leon Hornstein, 
assistant corporation counsel, and approved 
by Corporation Counsel Sexton, suggests a 
method by which this can be done, but it is 
doubtful whether the company would be 
willing to “take a chance” in line with the 
suggestion. Mr. Hornstein found that, it the 
company is willing to cancel its present con- 
tract, the city can award it for a five year 
period without advertising, if the plan is ap- 
proved by a two-thirds vote of the council. 

It is believed doubtful that the company 
would release the city from its present agree- 
ment on the chance of obtaining the large 
majority required. 

Now, when it is raised for fina) dfsposition 
by the committee, there will be several other 
subjects to consider. First of these in the 
point of time is an order introduced in the 
council by Ald. Fred A. Britten directing the 
commissioner of public works to advertise for 
bids for the five year period. 

There also will be communications from 
Darling & Co. and the Indiana Reduction 
company. The former has asked an oppor- 
tunity to bid for the contract. The Indiana 
company offers to dispose of the city's gar- 
bage for ten years without charge, and at 
the end of the period to turn over to mu- 
nicipal ownership the $500,000 plant it pro- 
poses to erect.

All ot these things,” itemized the magistrate 


of the too muchly-married, are behind the big 


problem of domestic unrest. God has created us 
for a purpose. To fulfill it we must perpetuate 
the race—-we must create the home. The Cath- 
olic church has long stood for the sanctity and 
permanence of matrimony. You members of this 
Catholic organization can help every day to 


stamp down the most destructive influence with 


which that institution has to contend—a sepa- 
rate standard of morals for men and women. 

“The separate standard has grown s0 great 
that it has almost assumed the proportions of a 
recognized principle. The man.demands chas- 
tity, but does not give it. Such an injustice is 
absolutely fatal to marital happiness, and only 
an eleyation of the moral standards of all men 
can overcome . As men we must help in that 
elevation. 5 

Another frequent cause of domestic discord 
is inattention, either from the husband or wife. 
but usually from the husband. There is no time 
in woman's life when she can dispense with 
love. Its loss makes her feel the grave only a 
place of pleasant rest. Upon love's altar she 
sacrifices her youth and beauty. If the love 
does not outlast the courtship she has little 
left.”

Woman Urges Abolition. 
of Nation's “Sweatshops. 


BOLITION of the “sweatshops” and a 
minimum wage for women were urged 
by Mrs. Florence Kelley of New York, 
secretary of the National Consumers 
league, at a meeting of the Illinois Con- 


 ‘gumers® league in the Woman's City club yes-, 


terday., Mrs. Kelley told of the assistance given 
the league in New York by Theodore Roosevelt 
in an attempt to regulate the werk in tene- 
ment houses. She said that a recent decision 
o: the Supreme court of New York had stopped 
all of the favorable legislation in that direc- 
tion. 

“There are 13,000 licensed tenement houses 
in New York in which industrial work may be 
carried on,” she said. “Everything but nitro- 


‘glycerin and gunpowder may be manufactured, 


and investigations show the sanitary conditions 
are horrible. 

“here is ong ‘sanitary’ brush made ex: 
clusively in tenements in New York. The task 
is so hard on the eyes that women could not 
do the work for any leng of time in well 
lighted factories. Most of ‘the work is done 
by children of 6 years and more in miserably 
lighted tenement rooms. We have found these 
brushes carrying the itch,’ various eye diseases, 
and scarlet fever. Yet they are sold as im- 
ported brushes and recommended as & pre- 
ventive of baldness, 

“Through the help of Mr. Roosevelt while 
he was governor and president we have had 
the influence of the medical profession, church- 
es, and of every good organization. A recent 
decision of the New York Supreme court has 
blocked all of our efforts.” 

Mrs. Kelley said conditions in the department 
stores in Chicago and other cities at Christ- 
mas time were mu better this year than ever 
before. 

“The season was longer,” she said, but 
there was no such ferocious and brutal treat- 
ment as there has beep in the past except in 
Cleveland, O., and Portland, Ore.” 

She praised the new generation of college 
women who, she said, are doing wonderful work 
along social and civic lines. 

Mrs. Kelley was one of the early residents of 
Hull house and was the first factary inspector 
of Ininois under the first labor code during 
Gov. Altgeld’s administration. She is chair- 
man of the national committee of charities on 
the minimum wage.

‘You may dry clean it by rubbing into it 
boracic talcum powder, or a mixture of 
powdered starch and borax, if you cannot get 
the talcum. Treat every thread of the mixture 
and lay the gown away for three days. Then 
shake and beat out the powder. Or if the stuff 
will not be hurt by wetting, clean it with gaso- 
line, using plenty of it. Be careful to have 
no artificial light in the room.

And this is to say nothing about the 
finest sandwich made of the finest ham, but 
reference is only about the ordinary product, 
frightfully ordinary as it may seem to epicures. 
nty ham sandwiches, the meat sliced or 
minced, are often used for the making of quite 
an elegant entrée, by dipping them in egg and 
frying them. In some countries, they are 

dipped in sherry or other wine first. 

It is not because the F. F. V.’s have favored 
the ham as a fine meat, and in their smoke 
houses produced the finest specimens ever that 
it is held in such high regard in America. Vir- 
ginia may be the festering home of the finest 
hams in America, but people in our country, 
outside the Old Dominion, have been equally 
dependent on the ham. 

— 


In Spain, they have a ham that is chestnut 
fed and snow cured. In certain watering 
Places of Europe, men make fortunes in ham 
shops. There is said to be such a shop in 
Carlsbad where a man, in white garments, 
slices the lean Prague ham, or the fatter West- 
phalian, for the people who are at the springs. 
It is said that none of the invalids or semi- 
invalids there are really judges of ham until 
they can argue, every morning, outside the 
shop, for a quarter of an hour as to what 
breed of pig gives the most appetizing slice. 

I am now convinced that I have found out 
the best way to boil ham, but some of the 
details about that way sare copyrighted; and 
I may not describe it in this column, which 
cannot advertise even the best things, by name. 
It is boiled in a fireless cooker. But since I, 
too, believed that ham should be well soaked 
before cooking, I may mention that fact. 


If there was no other reason for soaking it, 


we might mention the minor one that only 80 
is the water it is cooked in good for pea soup. 
As it is, we have to be careful or our soup 
will be too salty as it cooks down, 


a 

It is better for both the ham and the house 
that ham be cooked in a very close vessel, even 
if it is cooked on top of the stove. There is 
an odor avout it that sometimes gives even 
those who like this meat very much, a head- 
ache. In the fireless. cooker, not even the 
odor is lost, and odor and flavor have a closer 
relation than is sometimes supposed. 

All sorts of things are boiled with ham to 
add to its flavor, and when it is cooked on 
the stove, it should not be boiled hard, för 
this dries the meat and all the finest flavors 
escape in the evaporation.

WILL PROTECT AMERICANS, 


Plans to Accommodate 100,000 Troops

THE MIND IN MENTAL DISORDERS. 


HERE is a group of people whose 
disorders are ont of proportion to 
their physical bases. At one end of 
the line ape the insane, at the other 
the self-centered; and in between 
there come the cataleptics, the hysterics, 
the neurasthevics, the neurotics, the alco- 
holies, and the drug fiends. 


The insane have gross changes in their 


brain structure; others have very little. 
Generally speaking, the symptoms are out 
of proportion to the changes which are 
present. In all forms of insanity, except 
those advanced cases where the nerve struc- 
tures are badly degenerated, musi¢ and 
pleasant surroundings as means of sugges- 
tion, supplemented by patient talks and 
counse] from those in attendance, are the 
best agencies for helping the patient to sane 
and calm moments. 


— 

In nearly all functional nervous disor- 
ders the symptoms are out of proportion to 
the organic changes. In hysterja, while 
authorities vary from the group io think 
the generative organs have little to do with 
it, to Freud and his school, who think they 


have much, they all unite on the ground 
that the symptoms, as expressed, are out of 


proportion to the organic changes. 


In neurasthenia, as a base there is usually 
some overtire or, maybe, some organic dis- 
ease, but what constitutes a neurastbenic is 
an exaggeration of his disorder—for in- 
stance, making over a capacity for being 
* fatigned into a virtue instead of 1 
vice, believing in it, bowing down to it, aud 
trying to persuade othérs to do the same. 

Neurasthenics and hysterics being largely 
mind caused, the main line of cure must be 


mind cure. To Yelieve them the underbrusi: * 


of malnutrition, constipation, anemia, poor 
physical development, underoxidation must 
be vleared away so that hypnotism, sugze:- 
tion, auto-suggestion, faith cure, and mental 
training may have a chance to chop the 
trees. 


~~ 
The function of hypnotism is to give re- 
lief, but, wisely done, it can be used to train 
to self-dependence. The greater advantage 
of the analytical method employed by the 
Freud school, the mixed suggestion and 
mental training of Dubois, the psychology 
of Christian Science, and that of mental 
therapy is that they have power to beget 
self-dependence, independence of others. 
They help a man to see himself as he is, 
not as he thought himself to b@ But seeing 
is not enough. To see and stop there leads 
to still greater helplessness. Where relief is 


permanent it is through mental training. 


The hysteric may be temporarily relieved by 
hypnotism, but, it she stop there, she has 
renewed attacks, The drunkard (all drug 
fiends are neurotics) may be cured by sug- 
gestion (called cured), but if he stop there 
he will “ fall from grace.” 

All neurasthenics who would be cured 
must patiently, persistently, courageously, 
helped by competent triiners, work out 
their own salvation, build up a resistance t» 
fatigue, cure self-centering by broadening 
their interests, gain calm and an abiding 
optimism.

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CHICAGO AND MINNEAPOLIS. 

G. I. has often heard that it seems colder 
in Chicago when the thermometer is at zero 
than it does in Minneapolis when the ther- 
mometer is 20 degrees below. What is the 
reason? . 


REPLY: N 

There le no weather reason. The usual en- 
planation le thet the humidity is higher in Chicago. 

When the thermometer is zero and below, a cubic 
foot holds so little moisture that the difverence 
between the amount of moisture when the humidity 
is 90 and that when it is 60 is only a fraction of a 
grain. At such low temperatures, five degrees 
difference in temperature will more than offeet 
thirty points in relative humMMity. Differences in 
humidity are of consequence when the temperature 
is high, say over 85. 

If difference in humidity is pot the explanation, 
what is? Difference in heat making, resistance to 
cold, and appreciation of cold. As the thermometer 
reaches zero in dropping from, say 20 above, every- 
body complains of the bitter cold. When the ther- 
mometer reaches zero, when rising from 20 below, 
everybody is warm. 

Did you ever stop to think of the difference be- 
tween the feel of zero on a rising and on a falling 
temperature?

RCHDUCHESS. ISABELLA of Aus- 

tria, the 24 year old daughter pf Arch- 
duke Frederick, Duke of T en, will 
today solemnly renounce at the Hot- 
burg, in the presence of the entire 
court of Vienna, her rights of succession 
to the throne of Austria and of Hungary, in 
view of her impending marriage tomorrow 
to Prince George of Bavaria, the favorite 
grandson of the prince regent of Bavaria 
and of the emperor of Austria. 

Prince George will be remembered as hav- 
ing spent several months in this country with, 
his younger brother, Prince Cénrad, under 
the strictest incognito, it is true.

These acts of renunciation, which are 
eworn to on the Gospels, before a crucifix, 
in the presence of the emperor, of the mém- 
bers of the imperial family. of the minis- 
ters, and the test dignitaries of the 
two realms, are ted of each archduchess 
when she weds, no matter whether her 
fiancé be a foreign price or an Austrian 
archduke, and constitute the most convinc- 
ing evidence of the falsity of the assertion 
contained in most histories dealing with Aus- 
tria to the effect that the succession to the 
throne is regulated by the Salic law. 

The Salic law absolutely excludes women, 
whereas the Austrian law of. succession 
merely eliminates women until there are no 
archdukes left to succeed to the crown. 

This act of renunciation means that the 
ladies of the imperial house should be con- 


i tent to share the rank of their husbands, and 


to subordinate any rights of precedence 
which they have by birth to those lesser 
ones which become theirs by marriage. 

As an illustration of what 1 mean I need 
only eite the case of the emperor’s younger 
daughter, Valerie. Up to the time of her 
marriage she ranked immediately next to her 
father, whose constant companion she has 
been, especially since her mother’s murder. 
She became the wife of Archduke Francis 
Salvator, a distant kinsman of the emperor, 
belonging to the Tuscan branch of the house 
of Hapsburg. 

On the day before her marriage she re- 
nounced all her precedence, rank, and rights 
as a daughters of the reigning sovereign in 
order to share those of her husband, and 
now on state occasions comes near the end of 
the imiperia!l procession. 

1 — 

Perhaps the most notadle act of renuncia- 
tion of this Kind. although its importance 
was little understood by the general public 
at the time, was that of Archduchess Eliza- 
beth, the only child of the fll fated Crown 
Prince Rudolf. 

As long as she was unmarried there was 
@ great danger that the Hungarians, espe- 
clally those in favor of sundering the re- 
maining ties with Austria, would proclaim 


by the unpopularity of the emperor’s nephew, : 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand, who, accord- 


for so many years speaker of the house of 
commons, and is @ great-grandson of John 
Gully, the celebrated prizefighter, bookmak- 
er, and Derby winner. He. enjoys the ex- 
perience, shared by Karl Russell but other- 
wise unique among the members of the 
house of lords, of having undergone a term 
of imprisonment. Whereas Lord Russell, 
however, ‘suffered incarceration for bigamy. 
owing to the iuvalidity of his American di- 
vorce and marriage, Lord Selby's detention 
in jail was on a Charge of mere comempt of 
court. 

It was perpetuated in connection with 
the abduction of his own daughter, the child 
being a ward of chancery. Had not the 
girl been a ward of chancery there would 
have been no case against him. That the 
matter was not regarded seriously in London 
is best shown by the fact that he retains 
his membership of the bar, of Brooks’, of 
the Garrick, and of other old established 
London clubs.

Lord Selby's first marriage, to a Miss Pir- 
rie. had been an unhappy one, and the couple 
had separated, not through any decision of 
the divorce court, but merely by private 
agreement, drawn up by hig and her law- 
vers. Both had stipulated that the young 
daughter of the marriage should be made a 
ward in chancery—that is to say, of the lord 
high chancellor. The lord chancellor, as he 
invariably does in response to such appeals, 
had accepted the trust, and had ordercu 
that the child should live part of the time 
with her mother and part of the time with 
her grandfather, the late Lord Selby. 

The child's father violated this order when 
he carried off the ¢hild with him from his 
father's house to an island on the coast of 
Sweden, and was, in consequence, punished 
on his return to England for contempt of 
court in abducting a ward of the lord high 
chanceNor. 


— 

In 1900 Lord Selby, who had not then suc- 
ceeded to his father’s peerage, managed to 
bring about a dissolution of his’ union to 
Mis first wife by the divorce court, and three 
months later the presiding judge of the di- 
vorce court availed himself of a privilege 
with which he is eadowed by law, but which 
he was not generally known to possess. to 
make absolute the decree nisi, without wait- 
ing for the customary six months to elapse. 
It seems that the law, dating*from 1866, runs 
as follows: 

“No decree nisi for @ divorce shall be 
made absolute ‘until after the expiration of 
six calendar months from the pronouncing 
thereof unless the court shall, under the 
power now veated in it, fix a shorter time.)

There is no drug known that when taken into 
the system will produce cataract. The state~- 
ment due to congestion and stagnation and 
condensed poison sounds like the advertise- 
mont ot some traveling doctor. Cataract 
has never been cured without an operation, 
notwithstanding any statement that any 
optometrist may make. 8 
True, ignorant men pronounce any obscure 
condition of the eye cataract. and as many 
of these recover spontaneously they get well, 
but not if there is a true cataract. A central 
cataract may, by instilling medicine that 
will make the pupil larger, seem as though 
the patient saw better, and he does see bet- 
ter so long as the medicine kéeps-the pupil 
larger. A few years ago all kinds of charla- 
tans used a drug imported from Mexico that 
was supposed to cure pient cataract. but 
this has been entirely discontinued, for not 


thereby. Few people under 35 years of age 
ever get @ cataract, and if they do it gener- 
ally does not require operation. So far as 
stimulating the circulation in the interior of 
the eye, such a statement indicates a lack of 
the least knowledge of physiology or thera- 
peutics.

Operating Cost Varies. 


Weges of drivers, administrative methods, 
ekill in operating, road and load conditions, 
length of haul,-frequency and duration of 
stops—these and many more matters direct- 
ly affecting cost of operation ceaselessly 
alter with the service. Then; as there can 
be no standard of expense for operating 
motor wagons of all load ratings, it is evi- 
dent such a term as ton mile cost can 
have no wide or general application. Its too 
frequent use deceives inexperienced buyers 
who vainly imagine that no machine is fit 
for duty unless its experimental perform- 
ance, generally concucted at random, can 
measure up to a standard which is wholly 
artificial. 

It is not overlooked that in @ selected in- 
dividual service ton mile cost can be ascer- 
tained But will the conditions of the serv- 
lee never vary? Or, if they do not, will they 
ever be encountered mn, any other service” 
For general purposes such method of cost 
computation is of as little value as the other 
forms of false accounting to which resort is 
frequently made. To be worthy. of the 
slightest considgration from an engineer or 
ecientifie economist estimates of ton mile 
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often being a queer compound of horse and : 
machine duty. 

If a word of well seasoned advice might 
be given to those who contemplate the pur- 
chase of power wagons, it would take this 
form: Be sure of your horse transportation 
costs, then go ahead. The biggest successes 
are those which have been executed in a 
spirit of boldness.

CITY WILL DEMAND ACCESS . 
TO GAS COMPANY BOOKS. 


Assistant Corporation Counsel ‘Will Ask 
Judge Burke to Force Corporation to 
Submit to Inquiry. 


Superior Court Judge Richard C. Burke 
will be asked today to order the Peoples 
Gas Light and Coke company to give the 
city’s investigators access to its books. 

Arguments in the suit which the city 
started against the gas company began be- 
fore Judge Burke yesterday. Maclay Hoyne. 
first assistant corporation counsel, said he 
will ask the court to order the gas corpora- 
tion to permit an examination of its books 
and records. Mr. Hoyne will attempt to 
obtain by court order what the city failed to 
get last summer, when Edward W. Bemis, 
gas expert, wanted to make an investigation. 
The company refused to permit Mr. Bemis 
to @xamine its books. 

The arguments under way are on excep- 
tions which the city filed to the gas com- 
pany’s answer to the suit, started in an 
effort to enjoin the corporation from violat- 
ing the gas rate ordinance parsed last sum- 
mer. Mr. Hoyne and Bryan Craig, repre- 
sented the city. James F. Meagher ap- 
peared for the gas company. 

“ At every step we have met with delays,” 
Mr. Meagher declared. “ The city doesn’t 
want to have this case tried, and that is why 
exceptions have been filed to our answer.”’ 

Mr. Hoyne said ‘the charges of delay were 
ridiculous.

Bulk of Receipts Plain Quality 


LIGHTWEIGHT HOGS ARE UP. 


Eastern Shipping Demand Gives Strong 
Basis; Sheep and Lambs Firm. 


Weakness in the live stock trade at Chi- 
cago yesterday vas confined to the beef 
steer market, which was easy to 10e lower 
than on Wednesday. The bulk of the steers 
received were of plai#quality, and while fair 
activity featured the trade in classes selling 
at $6.15 to $7.00 and better, there was an ex- 
ceedingly weak and stagnant market for 
common thin steers at $6.00 and lower. Best 
beeves made $8.15, with few sales at higher 
than $7.25. 

Eastern shipping demand favored lightweight 
hogs of good quality and such offerings cleared on 
a strong basis, while heavy and butcher hogs held 
on a barely steady basis. Outside order buyers, 
speculators, and small packers were generous buy 
ers, but big killers took hold sparingly. Top sales 
were at $6.22%, with the average up ic to $0.17. 

Receipts of sheep and lambs fell off sharply and 
the downward movement of prices was checked, 
although holders could not bring about any rallies. 
Lambs topped at §6.85 to city butchers and at 
$6.00 to shippers, while packers would not pay 
higher than $6.50. Sheep stopped at $4.60

Bank of England Lowers Rate. 


Coincidentally with a weekly report showing a 
gain of 2, 780,000 in its gold holdings, the Bank 
of England today reduced its discount rate from 4 
per cent, at which figure it had stood since Sept. 
21 last, to 8% per cent. This reduction from the 
rate prevailing over the end of the year has come 
a little earlier than the similar reduction made 
last year, although two years ago the rate was 
reduced to 3% per cent in the third week of Jan- 
uary. 

Another . 000, 000 in gold was taken for export, 
bringing up to $8,000,000 the total so far taken on 
this movement to Paris. The banks here were also 
called upon to transfer $1,000,000 to San Francisco 
in connection with corporation requirements which 
have been financed in New York. The continued 
great ease in money here causes bankers to regard 
these cash demands upon thie market with satis- 
faction rather than otherwise.
